Yimminy." 


"Yake" is Gov. J. A. O. Preus, pres; 


ident Harding's 
choice for 
Nelson's 


successor. Johnson-has been conceded 
a good chance'of defeating him, ow- 
ing to the great strength of the far- 
mer-laborites In • the northwest 
re- 


cently. 


"Yake" Is a Norwegian, a schooled 


and polished politician, at home in the 
wheat fields of his state or in the 
ballroom. Johnson is a farmer who 
owns twenty cows, and boasts that 
his wife—a good wife—milks them 
sometimes. He is a bitter opponent 
of anything that does not speak of the 
farm, farm yard and labor. He cham- 
pions the farmer and declares that 
when he gets into the senate, "no- 
body is going to tell me where I am 
at."

ESIDES all the accidents which break the skin 
and produce open wounds, there are endless num- 
bers which injure the deep tissues without open- 


ing the surface. 


Blows from the flst, or from a club,«pinches of the 


crm or leg, falls on the heaTd, runnjng into a door, or 
being run into by an automobile, turning the ankle or 
twisting the elbow or wrist—any one of these accidents 
may injure the deep tissues. 


In this way are produced bumps, bruises and 


sprains. They ire among the most common of human 
ailments.

blood-vessel walls, and in the resistance of our tissues.. Some of your 
friends have black and blue spots half the time and you may never be so 
afflicted. 
Thle is due to the greater^- 


elasticity or greater thickness of your 
vessel-walls and other tissues. 


Age is a great factor, too. With In- 


creasing >ears the vessel-walls become 
hardened and a trifling Injury will cause 
a rupture, followed by an escape -of 
blood into the tissues. 
But this Is not the kind of an injury I 


want to speak about today. I want to 
discuss condition* which result 
from 


hard blows, crushing injuries or twist- 
ing of the jomts. 
, 
In these injuries there Is damage -o 


the soft tissues and to 'the muscle*. 
They may be seriously torn and muti- 
lated. The blood and fluid parts of the 
blood ooze out into the tissues. ' In 
nature's efforts to repair^the part* and 
to carry away the products of inflam- 
mation, the vessels are filled with blood. 
Naturally, therefore, the part is swol- 
len, causing a big welt or bump. 


"What ehould beidone In such injuries? 
The first thing Is to stop the bleeding 


which is going on under the skin. "Ele- 
vation of tbe part, gentle pressure and 
cold applications win accomplish this.- 


I am assuming that the accident ha« 
ist happened. A few hour* later, or 


the next day, these measure* will be of- 
no value. But when the bump is first 
felt or the bruise ha* just been re- 
ceived, they will be most helpful.

GAS TAX FOB 
ROAD GRAVEL 


SUGGESTION FOR PUIUNG NE- 


BRASKA OUT OF 
MUD. 


Gasoline Tax Would Make Every 


Driver Pay His Share of Keep- 


ing Up Roads, Harvey 


Kendall -Says. 


A raitiy day drive over dirt roads in 


this" section moved Harvey C. Ken- 
dall to an outburst in favor of gravel 
roads for Nebraska, to be paid for by 
a gasoline tax. Mr. Kendall explains 
his idea in this letter to Charles H. 
Roper: 
"During the recent heavy rains I 


hapuened to be in Fremont and left 
there at night about 10:30. I had a 
difficult time negotiating the 
roads 


until I reached" that portion of the 
Cornhusker, the other side of Colon, 
where the gravel road begins. As soon 
as I arrived at this point, I was able 
to travel at the rate of thirty miles 
per hour easily, notwithstanding the 
fact that it had rained almost contin- 
uously for six days previous to that 
time. When I arrived at Swedeburg, 
and was again on the dirtVoads, I 
cannot express my utter disgust with 
the condition I found there. It took 
me Just exactly six hours to travel 
from Swedeburg to Lincoln and prac- 
tically all of this distance was made 
on low and intermediate. Naturally I 
began to wonder whether or not the 
time would come when we would have 
gravel roads in Nebraska and I be- 
lieve the only solution of this prob- 
lem is a gasoline tax. If we had a 
gasoline tax in Nebraska, of 2 cents 
($.02) per gallon, we could raise an- 
nually 13,500,000. This would give us 
sufficient funds to gravel every foot 
of state highway in the state of Ne- 
braska with a coat of gravel four 
inches in depth. With gravel roads, 
owners of motor cars can add one- 
fifth to the life of the car and can in- 
crease their mileage about 50 per 
cejit. In other words, if we had a 
gasoline tax of 2 cents per gallon, 
it would in reality not cost owners of 
motor cars any money, because they 
would save this additional tax in the 
life of their car and the extra mileage 
gained by gravel roads, to say nothing 
of the convenience. 


"I believe that you will be inter- 


ested concerning just how the gasa- 
line tax works out, as compared to 
the present automobile tax paid by 
owners of motor cars at this time: 
John Smith, who lives -three miles 
from town, drives a Ford, for which 
privilege he pays an annual license 
fee of $10. He is an industrious man 
and spends most of his time on the 
farm, but two or three times *a week 
he gets his Lizzie out to make a trip 
to town, he brings the family in to 
church on Sundays and now and then 
takes a pleasure trip into the next 
county. In a year he diives some 
2.000 miles. The license fee cost halt 
a cent per mile. John Jones is a 
traveling man and he also drives one 
which made Detroit 
famous. His 


work keeps him on the road six days 
in the week and on Sunday he and 
his wife and babies drive for 
fun. 


During the year his mileage reaches 
40.000. He a3so pays a license fee ot 
$100. The license f'ee cost him one- 
qnarter of a mill per mile.

"But you 
can't buihl a wall high enough to keep 
them in there. The only thing that 
will hold them is a roof. And were 
the president of the United States to 
tell some of those small boys to come 
out of the deep water, they would 
ask him to go sit on a tack." 


A suggestion that children be ac- 


companied by older brothers or guard- 
ians. 


"You 
know what the older brother 


does," said the mayor. "Hen gener- 
ally parks small brother wherever he 
pleases and then goes out Itnhtaoln 
pleases and then goes out in the 
deep." 


Another suggestion recommends a 


sort of coupling of bathers with a 
check say every five minutes. 


"Imagine a bunch of kids coming 


out every five minutes for a check. 
It simply isn't done," said the execu- 
tive. "I'm glad for these expressions 
and wish there' were more of them. 
Of course it goes to prove that people 
do not agree but it gives opportunity 
to average public opinion."

HOTEL COMPANY IS LIABLE 


Ruling of Compensation Commis- 


sioner Holds Company and Peter- 


ton Jointly for-Injuries. 


On rehearing State Compensation 


Commissioner L. B. Frye holds that 
P. P. Peterson and the Lincoln or 
Eppley Hotel company are jointly 
liable for compensation awarded to 
Solomon Von Busch, a laborer who 
hauled coal for Mr. Peterson to the 
hotel company. 
The company em- 


ployed Peterson to do the hauling and 
the coal was purchased 
from the 


Whltebreast Coal company. The coal 
company Is dismissed as defendent on 
the ground that the coal handled was 
bought f. o. b. mines and was not the 
property of the Whitebreast company 
at the time of the accident. 


At the original hearing Peterson 


was held liable for the compensation 
due the Injured workman. Now Pet- 
erson and the hotel company are each 
held liable for 50 per cent of the 
award.

Forecaiter Thinks Total Will Hot 


Fall Far Short of 40 Mil- 


lion Buiheli. 


Corn acreage increased 12 per cent. 
Winter wheat Improved slightly. The 
condition of all spring grain, wild hay, 
tame hay and pasture remains high. 
Oats may make a bumper crop. These 
are the leading statements in the July 
report of the division of crop and live 
stock, estimates. 


The acreage of corn Is estimated to 


be 8,172,000 acres as compared to 
7,296,000 acres last year, an increase 
of 12 per cent. This marked increase 
is due not only to the heavy abandon* 
ment of winter wheat, but to low 
stocks of old corn and relatively bet- 
ter price than other grains have 
offered. The condition of corn is 86 
per cent, or 3 per cent below the -ten 
year average and forecasts a crop of 
203-810,000 bushels against 182,400,000 
bushels last year and the past five 
year average of 190,586,000 bushels. 
Winter wheat improved 3 per cent 


and the average condition of 71 per 
cent indicates a production of 38,498,- 
000 bushels. 
The final estimate last 


year was 57,159,000 bushels. Harvest 
began in southern counties at the 
close^ of June. 
Yields will vary 
greatly, some field* appear excep- 
tionally good while others are average 
to very poor. The exceptionally favor- 
able weather of the past two months 
not only stimulated 
stooling to a 


marked degree but resulted in long 
heads. Stocks of old wheat total 
3,590,000 bushels, being nearly 
the 


same as a year ago. 
Spring wheat Is rated at 93 per cent 


and UM present estimate Is 5,729.000 
bushels. 
Last year the crop was 


2,679.000 bushels. 
The acreage is 
large, especially in west central Ne- 
braska and the condition very promis- 
ing generally. The total of all wheat 
is 44,227.000 bushels against 59,838,- 
000 bushelff last year. 
Oats are very good thruout the 
state on an increased acreage. 
The 
present condition of 93 per cent prom- 
ises a,crop of ,85,388,000 bushels as 
compare^ to 66,106,00? bushels last 
year and the past ye^af average of 
67,070,000 bushels. So far, it appears 
that the crop will-be one of the 
largest, except fof the crop of 1917 
when the acreage was much larger. 


The- condition of barley Is 94 per 
cent and the indicated crop, 9,464,000 
bushels compared to 4,356,000 bushels 
last year. The forecast, of rye- is 
2,142,000 bushels against 2,106,000 
bushels last \year., 
All hay crops <are very good. 
The 
forecast of tame hay is 3.350,000 tons 
as compared to 3,323,000 tons last 
year." 'The present forecast of wild 
hayis 3,322,000 tons against 1,877,000 
tons last year. 
The acreage of potatoes has been 
reduced to 16 per cent, but Is still 
above normal. The preliminary esti- 
mate is 118,000 acrs against 139.000 


» acres last year. The cdndrtlotf of 91 
per cetit -forecasts * crop bf 9,449,000 
wtishels as compared to 11,676,000 
'bushels last year. 
The heaviest re- 
duction of acreage is in commercial 
sections. 
The condition of other "crops is re- 


ported as follows: Sweet potatoes, 90 
per cent; flax, 92 per cent; timothy, 
96 per cent; clover, 94 per cent;

Standardizing the Flag. 


On June 14, 1777, one hundred and 


forty-six years ago, congress adopted 
the famous resolution that "the flag 
of the thirteen United States be thir- 
teen stripes, alternate red and white; 
that the union be thirteen stars, 
white in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation." 
Ever since that 


memorable date the stars and stripes 
have stood for a great constellation 
of states, 'separate yet united in the 
greatest republic in history. 


Flag day this year takes on new 


interest, in view of a recent attempt 
to standardize the flag. A committee 
of government departments has been 
collaborating with the federal 
fine 


arts commission to determine the 
best shape for the stars and stripes. - 


By an executive order of President 


Wilson the proportions of the 
flag 


were set at 1:1.9, which means that It 
was to be nearly twice as long on the 
"fly" as it was wide on the "hoist" 
It is expected that the new propor- 
tions will be set at 1 unit of 
width 


to 1.67 units of length, which means 
that a flag five feet long will be three 
feet -wide. If this proportion is car- 
ried out, it will take the flag back to 
almost the exact ratio given it by 
Betsy Ross, who mode the first flag 
the nation ever flew. 


A return to rthe original size and 


shape of the flag should mean a re- 
dedication of citizens to the unsullied 
values for which it stands. It is the 
supreme emblem of a great nation, 
the commanding symbol of patriotism 
and loyalty to country. Its stars and 
its stripes can be measured and num- 
bered, but their meaning is beyond 
compute and compare in the hearts of 
American citizens.—Minneapolis Jour- 
nal.

The Miners Present a Plan. 


The miners -have gone completely 


outside the tacit assumptions of what 
is proper for labor to argue in indus- 
trial disputes in their report on "An- 
thracite Accounting and Finance" re- 
cently published in Washington, by 
the anthracite representatives of the 
united mine workers of Berwind, 
writes Stewart Chase in the New 
Republic. 
The report says 
nothing 


of wages 
and 
working 
conditions. 


They have tried to comprehend the 
whole financial structure of the an- 
thracite industry and have come to 
the conclusion that wage agreements 
are largely meaningless in the face 
of investors' claims, which ever tend 
to absorb the industrial surplus. They 
would break this vicious circle not by 
violence, be it noted, or by any revo- 
lutionary proposal, but by a sound 
financial plan which guaranteed to in- 
vestors every dollar they had put in, 


Wasting Wood and Water. 


There is at last some promise of 


a congressional interest in the much 
neglected forests of the United States 
1 which it is hoped will operate toward 
real conservation of our timber and 
water supply. At the last session of 
congress a special committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the forestry 
situation and this committee is now 
making inspections in Oregon, Flor- 
ida, Mississippi, New Hampshire and 
Michigan, studying conditions at close 
hand with a view to offering practical 
suggestions to prevent further loss 
and waste of our forest resources. 
Numerous interests have appealed to 
congress and the -president and the 
latter has recently promised to con- 
sider urging an appropriation 
next 


year of $2,000,000 to be applied for for- 
est - conservation 
work in various 


parts of the counjtry. 


As it 
is well known, our forests 


have long been slaughtered 
in a 


shameful 
manner. 
In consequence 


many of our water supplies have been 
ruined at their sources and with the 
vanishing forest has come enormous 
increases in the cost of building ma- 
terial and pulp wood. New York state 
at present produces about half of the 
news print paper made in the United 
States and its production of pulp wood 
is second only to that of Maine. 
In 


spite of this about 50 per cent of the 
raw,material used in New York pulp 
mills comes from other states, adding 
to the cost of production thru freight 
charges. It is said the waste in 
freight alone is equivalent to three 
times the amount of the bond issue of 
1916 available for purchasing 
forest 


lands in the Adirondacks and Cat- 
skills. It would be enough to reforest 
all the waste lands of New York state 


within a period of two years. 


New York and other states have 


already given splendid forests for park 
purposes and our forests are 
pro 


tected from fire to some extent but 
not sufficiently. The annual fire loss 
still runs into 
millions of dollars' 


waste, and most of these fires are 
started thru carelessness. It is also 
well known that unpardonable waste 
is caused thru the neglect of our 
forest lands. 
The trees are allowed 


to grow entirely too close together for 
their rapid development and no pro 
vision is made for removing either de- 
cayed trees or those that have fallen. 
When a large tree falls it usually in- 
jures and overturns many smaller 
ones and fallen trees also materially 
assist the spread of forest fires.— 
Thrift Magazine. 


Why Sugar Has Toppled. 


Once more sugar from Java has ap- 


peared on the market in 
sufficient 


quantity to force down prices 
from 


the abnormally high point to which 
speculators, largely American, had 
succeeded in lifting them. The result 
has been a collapse in the Cuban raw 
sugar market and a drop of a full 
cent a pound in the prices of raw 
sugars. This has been reflected to a 
lesser degree in the wholesale market 
for refined sugard, though hardly per- 
ceptible, as yet, in the price of re- 
fined sugar at retail. The price for 
Cuban raw sugars has dropped from 
6 3-8 to 5 3-8 cents a pound within a

sentence quoted is as big a piece of vanity as any 
bequest-studded will could display. Any man who has 
been allowed by society to get together two and a half 
million dollars ought to feel obligated to help carry 
some of the burdens of society. 


Another reason why we have Indifferent government 


if that in our zeal to bestow liberty on everybody in 
Bight we make age the principal test of citizenship. Wo 
might just as well expect to get a good bookkeeper by 
making his age his principal qualification without any 
particular inquiry as to bis knowledge of bookkeeping. 
Dr. Mardis, head of the Ohio state university rural edu- 
cation department, hit close to the mark when he said 
recently: "No person, either native or foreign-born, 
stiould be permitted to vote until able not only to read 
and write the .English language intelligently, but until 
they have a well grounded knowledge of our govern- 
ment and a patriotic conception of the true spirit of 
the fre« institutions of America."

We are not of a suspicious nature, hut we do suspect 


those individuals who talk so glibly of birds and their 
ability to distinguish them as they go about the woods 
and fields. Are they really so gifted as to be able to 
tell one kind of a thrush or flicker from another, or do 
they just guess with full knowledge we never can find 
oat If they are right? And our suspicions have grown 
since we read the other day that in this country there 
are sixty-nine different families of birds and a total 
of over 800 distinct kinds. Nobody is smart enough 
to unerringly pick these out. 


Onft genius whose disappearance has occasioned no 
great sorrow is the enthusiastic town booster, the chap 
who, wherever he happened to be located for the time 
being, felt he was in the best town In the best county 
in the best state and insisted on saying so at frequent 
Intervals. He was encouraged for a time because of 
the notion that camouflage had its virtues. Men infest 
or loan their money, not where the scenery is the finest 
or the fishing or golf the best, hut where there is a 
reasonable probability that the investment will yield 
satisfactory returns and where the people are pos- 
sessed of advantages that will enable them to repay 
borrowings. 
The realization of this fact has deprived 


the wordy town booster of his occupation. 


Lawyers are having a hard time of it in Germany. 


There the stake in a lawsuit may drop so much in 
value from the time the case is begun until It has been 
finally determined that there is not enough left of the 
Judgment to repay the lawyer for the time he put in 
at it So that where a dispute now arises the necessity 
for a quick determination of It has forced a system of 
arbitration, under which the verdict Is influenced en- 
tirely by the facts and where technical knowledge and 
oratorical ability are worthless. A number of foreign 
colonies in this country have been following this sys- 
tem for a long time. Is the buyers' strike against the 
lawyers spreading? 


One of the things that makes it difficult for the 
earnest, sincere advocate of the law to impress the 
worth of his profession upon the public is the fact that 
many of the verdicts are obtained as the result of 
appeals to the passions and prejudices of the jurors. 
The lawyers have successfully abolished corruption of 
jwon. There are prsbatly cases-where jury-bribing' 
it 'attempted, but they are so few in number as com- 
pared with what they once were that everyone remarks 
tM change. Distortion of evidence and emotional ap- 
peals are still common in damage suits, and they win 
most of the verdicts of-acquittal in criminal cases. 
These are blots on the escutcheon of the bar. In time 
ttey will be wiped off. In the meanwhile appellate 
courts might find It advantageous to have before them 
^ •'•""graphic copy of the speeches of the lawyers 
to the Jury.
